FABGO, Dec. 21.—The grand jury to-day

In about 
an hour after the fire had started the roof of 
Masonic Temple, a; splendid building, was 
in flames. This strnotnre was occupied by 
various: masonic societies and the large 
wholesale grocery house of Miller, Oriner & 
Go. In a very short" tame the top -floor was a 
mass of fire. 'Fortunately there was no wind. 
At 7 o'clock the inside of. the Commercial 
Advertiser building was completely gutted, 
only the walls remaining. Two floor of Ma- 
sonic Temple burned before the firemen ob- 
tained the mastery:- The Commercial 
building has a -Montage on Washing- 
ton street of .-over 100, .feet aud cost 
$75,000. One half was occupied by the Ad- 
vertiser and the. other half by the wholesale 
saddlery honse .of Harvey D. Blakeslee. 
In the rear was the huge building occupied 
by the Jewett manufacturing company. Al- 
though considerably damaged by fire and 
water this .building was saved. The fire 
originated in the engraving room, and was 
caused by an employe allowing some rags 
which he' had .been uiang for waxing a plate 
for transfer to' catch in a gas jet. It is &up- 
posed that in his excitement he threw the 
rags down, which ignited some' varnished 
plates and work hanging on the wall. Nothing 
was saved. The files of the Advertiser for 60 
years were lost. When the alarm was 
the employes rushed from the bui 
abandoning their ooatt and hats. Those 
the job department, owing to the smoke, 
'were unable to make their way downstairs. 
They got on the roof, and crawled along the 
parapet to the Jewett building, when they 
descended in safety. Several of them fainted 
When safe. Out of 110 employes in the 
building only one man, Win.

Crops on.the Worth Pacific. 


The Golden Norihwest, juat issued, has 


the following to say about tbe country 
traversed by tbe North Pacific:

The banks of that gnat northern Siberian 


h& Lena, are quite peculiar. Those on 


'the; western tide are generally low andmarahy, 
while those oath* eastern snore are often 
fromaixtrfbone hundred feet in height In 
the extreme north this high elevation is cut 
into numerous aadpyramidal-shaped mounds, 
which are formed of layers of earth and ice- 
sometimes a clear stratum of the latter many 
feet in thickness. 


It waa before such a mound that a fisherman 


•lopped, dumb with astonishment, one spring 
morning, many years ago. About thirty feet 
above him, half-way up the face of the mound, 
appeared the section of a great ice-layer, from 
which the water was flowing in numberless 
streams; whUe protruding from it, and partly 
hanging over, was an animal of such huge pro- 
portions that the simple fisherman could hardly 
believe his eyes. Two" gigantic horns or tusks 
were visible, and a great woolly body was faintly 
outlined in the blue, icy mass. In the fall, he 
related the story to his comrades up the river, 
and in the ensuing spring^ with a party of hia 
feUow fishermen, he again visited the spot. A 
rear had worked wonders; The great mass 
had thawed out sufficiently to show its natnr* 
and on closer inspection, proved to be a w< 
preserved specimen of one of those gigantio 
extinct hairy elephants that roamed over 
the northern pans of Europe and Amer- 
ica in the earlier ages of the world* 
The body was still too firmly attached and 
frozen to permit of removal. For four succes- 
sive years th* fishermen visited it, until 
finally, in March, 1804, five years after its 
original discovery, it broke away from its icy 
bed and came thundering down on the sands 
below. Th* discoverers first detached the 
tusks that were nine feet six inches in length, 
and together weighed 380 pounds.

Part of this, with I the tusks, were taken to 
Yakutsk and sold for fifty rubles, while the 
rest of th* animal was left where it fell, and 
cut up at various tones be the Jakoutes, who 
fed their dogs with its flesh. A strange feast 
this, truly—meat mat had been frozen solid in 
the ice hona* of nature, perhaps fifty thous- 
and years, more or less; but so well waa it 
preserved that when th* brain was afterward 
compared with that of a recently killed ani- 
mal, no difference in the tisanes could be de- 
tected. 


Two years after th* Animal had fallen from 
the cliff, the news reached 8t Petersburg, and 
the Museum of Natural History sent a scien- 
tist to secure the specimen and purchase itfor 
the emperor. He found the massive skeleton 
entire, with the exception of one fore leg. The 
tusks were repurchased in Jakntek, and th* 
great ^rame waa taken to 81 Petersburg and 
there mounted.

A Russian on Onr Ways and Heans 


of Transportation. 


Extracts from N Y. Sun. 


Mr. Bezkrovoff, a Bnssian engineer, te in this 


city. • He said to a reporter: *0ur government 
ordered me to study your ways and means of 
transportation. We have a costly system of- 
canals uniting our seas, the Baltic, th* White, 
the Caspian, and the Black; we have nuny 
great navigable rivers, and, besides, we have 
built tens of thousands of verstsof railroads, 
and yet transportation in our country is in its 
infancy. Thousands of tons of grain rot annu- 
ally at our railroad stations, for there are 
no stores. In the southern part of JtinasU 
there is abundance of fish, meat, vegetables, 
and otfaerprovisions, and yet in the northern 
part of the country the people cannot afford 
to buy those provisions, for the cost of trans- 
portation puts it beyond their means. We 
have plenty of coal and kerosene, but atSt 
Petersburg, and even at Moscow, th* English 
coal and the American kerosene are cheaper 
than the Russian. Onr canals and railroads 
don't pay to the government the cost of keep- 
ing. 
* 
6Your, coal mines, your methods of boring 


for oil, your grain elevators and your agricul- 
tural machines have been studied by Russian 
commissioners. Besides the government, our 
various companies occasionally send agents 
here to study different branches of trade and 
Industry. 


"From what I have learned here I shall have 


to urge my government to withdraw altogether 
from the railroad business, leaving it in the 
hands of private persons. As to the canals, I 
have no remedy to suggest but a radical re- 
form of the official management 


"I don't believe that the autocrat can profit 


by adopting the ways and means of a repub- 
lican people, but our people can. The greatest 
evil of the autocratic system is that the gov- 
ernment interferes with private undertakings 
thus thwarting individaal energy. Now they 
have realized that that system is ruining the 
business of the country, and in order to rem- 
edy the evil they want to study and to imitate 
the methods or business here. But that is 
beginning from the end"

But, 
regardless of names, what I want yon to partic-

Oar Fire-Trap Dwelling*. 


X. G. Gardner in Onr Continent 


Let me show you how a wooden house is 


built The sills and joists of the first floor 
are comparatively safe, because they are not 
boxed in with dry boards, aad even with fur- 
nace and ash pits in the cellhr, there would be 
little danger from a fire down below, if it 
were not for the careful provision made for 
carrying it into the upper part of the struc- 
ture. Thia provision, however, is most ef- 
fectively made by means of the upckht studs 
and f urringB that stand all around me outside 
of the building and reach across it wherever 
a partition is needed. 
Accordingly every 
wooden house has from one hundred to one 
thousand wooden flues of a highly inflamma- 
ble character, arranged expressly to carry fire 
from the bottom to the top, valiantly consum- 
ing themselves in the operation. Further- 
more, they are frequently charged with 
shavings and splinters of wood, which, be- 
coming dry aa. tinder, will respond at once to 
a spark from a crack in the chimney, an 
overheated stove or furnace-pipe, or a match 
in the hands of an inquisitive mouse. They 
are likewise, so arranged that no water can be 
poured inside them till they fall apart and the 
house collapses, for they reach to the roof, 
whose sole duty is to keep out water, whether 
it comes from tb3 clouds or the hosejpipe, but 
which, for economical reasons, is made suffi- 
ciently open to allow the air to pass through it 
freely, thus insuring a good draught when the 
fire begins to burn. To complete the system 
and prevent the possibility of finding -where 
the fire began, the spaces between the joists 
and the upper floors communicated with the 
vertical flues, and these highwavs and by- 
ways for rate and mice, for fire and smoke, 
for odors from the kitchen, noises from the 
nursery, and dust from the furnace and coal- 
bin, are also strewn with builder's rubbish, 
which carries flame like stubble on a harvest 
field.

But as a matur of 
mere commercial judgment I dp not see 
cause for any special Complaint. Supply 
and demand are principles which regulate 
prices. The law of price is the law of 
brain. The value of the nce*t silk dress 
ever made is what fools are willing to pay 
for it, aud that is determined byline van- 
ity of the fool thai bids highest. To a rail- 
road company my place in Peek:kill 
might not be worth $10. To pie it is 
worth $10,000. There is nothing in our 
civilization but what calls for. iiler 
mediate men. One makes chairs, others 
store them. A railroad takes tliem to a 
distant city, and they are sold by another 
man. But all selfishness is wrong, and 
all commerce is -mote or less selfish. 
Money making on Wall street! is au il- 
lusion. A public assembly can do very 
little for this. No law can make mor- 
ality. I have been much enlightened 
sinee the committee baa b«en in session. 
I haye*read more about Vanaeibilt and 
Gould than they would ever read atout 
me. I think it would be a- gotd thing, 
gentlemen, if you. would cone down 
about once a year. I think that thes«i in- 
vestigations are great public instructors. 
I <nce bought a number of Panama 
shares and paid $400 a share f«»r them.

And be it further enacted, that 
the right of way through the public lands bs, 
and the same is, hereby granted to said 
"Northern Pacific railroad company," ita 
successors and assigns for the construction of 
a railroad and telegraph as proposed.

Said way is granted to said railroad to the 
extent of two hundred feet in width on each 
Mde of said railroad where it may pass 
through the public domain, including all 
necessary ground for station buildings, work- 
shops, depots, switches, side-tracks, turn 
tables and water stations; and she right of 
way shall be exempt from taxation within 
the territories of the United States.

As each wagon drove np ito commanding of- 


ficer ordered "Halt!* The wagons' slopped; 
he dismounted, every one else retaining theii 
positions. The commander, or foreman, ap- 
proached the gentlemen in uniform, nude » 
military salute, t reported, received his orders 
and returned to his wagon. Then the men in 
the wagon deliberately got out—no hurrying, 
no pushing, all being done orderly, and al] 
climbing down the steps at the rear end of the 
wagon. The hand-engine, or water-butt, aa 
the case might be, was detached, a couple of 
men took charge of it, and the rest of the com- 
pany formed in two lines behind their wagon 
and followed it to its position in the line of 
•wagons. After each foreman had reported 
and taken his position there was another 
movement on the part of the men. Those 
carrying torches laid them down alongside 
their respective wagons and disappeared 
in the building which was reported to be 
burning. Others took their axes over their 
shoulders, formed in line, and apparently 
awaited orders. Two others backed the water 
butt up alongside the hand-engine, while 
those in charge of the latter got out a suction 
pipe, screwed one end of it to their engine and 
dropped the other end into the water butt. 
Then they started to unreel their hose from 
the little reel on top of the engine, which con- 
sisted in a couple of men taking hold of the 
end and walking away until the hose was all 
unreeled. Then the-other end of the hose 
was screwed on to the engine, and four men 
manned the brakes of the latter. When all 
this had been done the foremen of the differ- 
ent companies walked over to the gentleman 
in uniform, saluted, and reported. The fire, if 
there ever had been one, was evidently out. 
for the foremen received orders to pack up 
their apparatus and get back to their house*, 
which they proceeded to oo with all the cere- 
mony and method with which then- going to 
the fire had been accompanied. 


This was th0>way the performance was car- 


jried out when there was no use for the de- 
partment But not long afterward there was 
a real fire, the burning of the Hygienic ex- 
hibition building. How this fire caught no- 
body knows, and how it got to burning so 
furiously before it was discovered is another 
mystery. For, ever since the fire at the Ring 
theater in Vienna, last year, every place of 
public resort in Berlin has been guarded by a 
force of firemen. At the Hygienic exhibi- 
tion there were always half a dozen firemen 
standing around in full uniform.

Sometimes they would throw a stream fifty 
feet high, bul .hat was when the men at the 
brakes were getting warmed up to their work. 
And just at that time the water wonld give 
out, the butt would have to be trundled off for 
a new supply, and while the engine, was wait- 
ing for more water the men would lose then: 
ambition, so that they couldn't throw a stream 
higher than thirty feet, which didn't do much 
good. 


After some half an hour of this sort of 
work it was decided to call out the two re- 
serve steamers, for the neighboring buildings 
were beginning to be endangered from the 
flying brands. These steamers are regerved 
for state occasions and are never used except 
at large fires. The natural result was that 
they wouldn't work when they arrived on the 
scene of action until the whole building had 
been destro. 1 So the whole work was left 
to the hand-engines, and these kept steadily 
at work, pumping the water butts empty as 
fast as they were refilled, untd the whole 
building was a mass of embers and charrec 
timbers.
